After 1:30 p.m., MiG-15s took off in formmtions of 5 2 or 6 
planes heading south. At 2:50 p.m., three formations approached. The pes 
landed individually.

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20 September. There was no air activity. 1% was raining, and there was 
a strong wind from the west. 


21 September, No air activity. As usual, six MiG-15s were parked on 
dispersal area IIT. 


22 September, Between 2 and ]} p.m., there was individual flying by iiio-LSs 
in the vicinity of the field. Shortly after the take-off, the planoc were 
observed flying close above the trees before disappearing in the haze aid 
clouds. The sky was overcast. 


23 September. Between 3 and 6 peme, individual flirhts were made by HiC-l5s. 
The weather vas very cloudy. 


2h, September. Flying in formations of h planes was practiced between / 2eMe 
and 6 pem, Aireraft flying in the same formation also practiced firin= at 
towed air sleeves. , 


25 September. A toxl of 38 individual flights were made by MiG-15s cetween 
asm. and 4:30 p.m. 


26 September, Apter 1:30 pem., 16 MiG-15s took off in formations of planes. 


27 Septenber. Between 10 a.m, and 5330 pome,y 12 MiG-15s practiced flyinc 
in formations of four. Another four MiG-i5s made individual fliphts. 


On 1 Septenber, soldiers were working on the fence along the northeastern 
field boundary. On & September, the board fence with tuo barbed wires on top 
was completed along the southern edge of the field, There were no gaps ir the 
fence. Poles, probably for a fence, were observed along the northeastern and 
northern edges of the field. 


On & September, earth mounds extended north of dispersal area I] ard eas’. 
of the Alt Loennewitz-Falxenberg road. At 11:L5 a.m., a Soviet sentry with 
a dog was observed near the ammunition bunker. 


On 18 September, an AA gun emplacement with moter vehicles nearby was 
observed on the southern edge of the fisld. In the early morning, €ach pa 
was guarded by a sentry. At 12:30 p.m., troops were practicing with the puns. 

a taxiway which extended from the lengthened runvay to the 
westernmost hangar. 


| Eoments. 
TS believed that the alert flight of the fighter regiment at Alt Laon ewitz 


airfield is parked at the east end of the runyay during the day and niyt. 
It wis also observed at other airficlds that night flying was frequentwy 
cerformed without the use of obstacle and boundary lights while only a fow 


‘cummay lights were inqmeration. In thie way, the pilots are probabiy being 


familiarized with combat conditions. 

For location of dispersal areas, see Annex. It is believed that rircrart 

of the fighter rerpiment in Alt Loennewitz occasionally make intermediate 

landings at other airfields. This accounts for the long intervals betwsen 
take-offs and landings at alt Loennewitz airfield, 

The presence of a light AA gun battery of six 37-mm guns is known at tne 

field. For location of emplacements, see Annex.
